Defended Sweetheart and.Error

LORD SHAW’S MEMOIRS 


Strange Case of Judicial Blun- 
dering .Unfolded by Law- 
yer in Case 


Rrrore pf justice in this country 
.are few and far between. But they 

do occur occasionally. Here is the 
true story of one such, says Pear 
son's - Weekly. 

A man named Doherty .and his 
sweetheart were standing at the door 
of-her dwelling near the Bridge of 
Rutherglen. A man passed and flang 
‘a word of gross insult at the girl. 
Doherty sprang forward and seized a 
‘Shoe that was leaning agajnst the wall. 
He struck the man a single blow, or, 
as you might say, gave the man a 
whack with the hoe. Unhappily, and 
most surprisingly, the blow killed the 

‘There was not the slightest sugges- 
tion of deadly intent. nor the slight- 
est hint of anything like animosity 

’ further than the passing resentment 
against the affront to the sweetheart 
by his side. And Doberty’s good 
character was sworn to; his life had 

been blameless. It was as plain a 

case of manslaughter—and not a par 

ticularly bad case of manslaughter 
at that—and as plainly not a case of 
murder as ever was seen. Yet Doher- 
ty was hanged. 

Enfeabled Jadge. 

How so terrible & miscarriage of 
Justice came to be perpetrated is told 
by Lord Shaw of Dumfermline—who 
defended the unhappy man—in his 
newly published volume of reminis- 
cences entitled “Letters to Isabel.” 

The case was< tried before Lord 
Neaves, an old and somewhat en- 
feebled judge; and, partly owing to 
dfs ‘summing-up, partly to the elo- 
quence of the Crown. Prosecutor, the 
jury got it into their heads that the

recommendation to mercy.

So declares a New York man who 
gces on to thus explain how he has 
solved the servant problem. 

“Originally, in the good old-days, I 

;employed only Japanese, and for 20 
years I had nothing but the best of 
service. My system was very sim- 
ple, 


“I had three books. In one I had! 


written down everything I wanted 
done and how and when it had to be 
done. In number two the boy wrote 
down all expénditures as he made 
them on my account,\and at the end 
o2 the week he brought me the book 
and I paid him in full, including the 
week's proportion of his monthly 
wages. In book three_each boy as 
«ke left me wrote in Japanese what he 
‘thought of me and the job. 

“When the new applicant came I 
first handed him book three; after 
he had read what his predecessors 
sald of me and the job I passed over 
book one. If after reading both of 
them he accepted the job I replaced 


the books one and three with book 
two and the deal was on. 

“I need no longer employ. Japan- 
ese and so a new system has been 
developed. The reference book has 
lost its value because the servant, 
knowing I could easily read it, nae 
turaily would not write anything 
but praise; books one and two sti! 
function as well as of yore, but con- 
ditions have changed and I hare met 
them successfully. 

“Each servant has one entire day 
and evening off each week. I allow 
then money for their table and they 
get what they want to eat when they 
want it. I supply all of their 
clothes, shoes, etc., such as they use 
in my service. They can go out uny 
evening after their work ts finished 
upon ‘asking me. They can entertain 
their friends in their quarters at any 
| time when dolng so does not conflict 
with thelr duties, 

“All comments as to thelr work or 
such matters are always made in 
writing and left In a sealed envelope | 
On_my writing table, and all replies} 
thereto or requests for any change 
in the regular routine must pursue 
the same method and ronte. With 

these few rules and certainly not 
onerous performances on my part I 
experience no difficulty at all in not 
only getting good servants but in 
keeping them.”

“There is no means of redistribu- 
tion except at the price of holding 
the country in suspense, through 
very difficult times, for eighteen to 
twenty months, on an issue formid- 
ably challenged; am issue that goes 
to the heart of our industrial and na- 
tlonal lUfe. 

“For these reasons T think the! 
right thing to do is to recommend a 
dissolut'on of Parllament at an 
early'date to provide. tine for full 
discussion and an election before 
the new year. That course [ Intend 
to pursue. 

“There is this fact to be noted— 
not so much by way of argument as 
by way of interest. The rural por- 
tion of Canada would gain in the 
Prairie West, but they would lose, 
beyond all question, more in the 
East than they could possibiy gain 
{In the West. The advantage now 
is with them.” 

Now comes a period of great poli- 
tical activitiy at Ottawa. The Pre-! 
mier is expected to reorganize his! 


Cabinet. in short order. Messrs. 
Reld and Calder are slated for the 
Senate, Mr. Boherty will probably 


retire, likewise Sir George Foster.

Before Parliament is 
the Premier must reconstruct his 
Cabinet, and he will fill the nine 
vacancies now existing in the Senate.

A vast herd of sheep grazing upon 
the prairie-is emblematical of Alber 
ta: Standing sheaves of wheat, with 
fields and elevators in the background 
represents Saskatchewan. The Fort 
Garry Hotel, standing near the re 
malning section of old Fort Gdrry, 
indicates the growth of Mantioba. A 
magnificent painting of Niagara’ Falls 
is indicative of the resources of On- 
tario in hydroelectric power. A 
striking picture of the Citadel of 
Quebec, with the river at its feet bos- 
omed -with vessels, represents the 
Province of Quebec. A river, tanked 
by rich verdure and carrying logs 
down stream to mills, represents the 
lumber industry of New Brunswick. 
A harbor scene, with vessels moored 
at a dock, represents the maritime 
resources of Nova Scotia: while a 
rich pastoral scene aptly depicts 
Prince Edward Island, the “Garden 
of the Gulf.” ;

They were paid and - discharged. 
But the Voltigeurs remained. They 
were lost track of by the War Of- 
fice. Then one day when an official 


came upon that which kept the re- 
cords of the Voltigeurs. The con- 
sternation which followed this dis- 
covery can best be left to the imag- 
{aation. The salient points are quite 
plain. Here was a body of possibly 
13000 men who had been forgotten 
for more than half a decade. They 
had! received no pay whatever during 
this period, nor had they been scat 
any supplies. Yet they were in 
charge of a fort which contmanded 

Upper Great Lakes, a stratesic 

t of the utmost importance. Had: 
they remained true to their charge, 
or had they disbanded ovring to this 
oficial neglect? We: may be sure 
that these questions, followed by a 
hundred others raced through ihe 
agitated minds of those xold-laced 
autocrats of the War Office. We may 
well believe that a frigate couldn’t 
be despatched quick enough to 
Quebec to find out all about them. 
-In the meantime, the Voltiseurs 
had remained at the fort. But dur- 
ing the first winter they suffered 
much privation. They lived off the 
land, getting their meat in the hunt 
and eating such bread as might be 
doled .aui ta them by the Indians 
who camped near. But wheo the 
second summer came and they were 
without supplies, the scouts mixed 
freely with the red men. Ia the 
winter they found wives among the 
Ojibway tribes. Thus when the 
Goyerament eventually re-discovered 
them, they were still grouped about 
the fort, but living without its pro- 
cincts. They were husbands and 
fathers, a big community in them- 
selves. In recompense fo> thelr suf- 
ferings, each member of the regiment 
was given a grant of land and a 
free log cabin; also, they and their 
descendants were quitted of taxation 
for all time. 

To-day many of these little homes 
can still be seer set amid its 
srounds and clustered about the 
bay. Quaint log houses they are 
in thelr fresh coats of whitewash. 
And in them the visitor can sec the 
beginnings of the thrivifig town of [ 
Penetanguishene which has grown 
up about them.—Toronato Suaday 
World.

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Imperial Wireless Chain 


Now In Daily Operation 
Oxford “Talks” With Egypt 





LONDON, Sept. 16. — Post- 
master-General Kellaway has 
just opened at Leafield, Oxford- 
shire, the first station in the Im- 
perial wireless chain which, 
when completed, will Ink up 
almost every part of the Brit- 
ish Empire. 


The Leafleld . station, which 
has been designed entirely by 
the post office, will communicate 
with ‘the correspénding station 
at Aba Zabal, near Cairo. This 
station is expected to be com- 
pleted in three months. It will 
also be used for communication 
with Mesopotamia and probably 
for broadcasting news to In- 
dia. 

Leafield and Aby Zabal_ will 
form the first pair of a serles of 
four stations, the third being In 
East Africa and the fourth in 
South Africa. 


The first message sent from 
the station, as part of the open- 
ing ceremony, was a message 
of sreeting” to all British and to 
all European and other foreign 
wireless stations ‘within range. 
That to British, stations express- 


ed the wish. that the station 

would “help to knit still closer 

the bonds which bind together 

the different parts of the Em- 

pire.” That to the other stations 
cconcluded with the wish that 
the development: of wireless. 
communication will “help to 
knit still closer the bonds of 
unity which bind the British 
Empire to all other states.” 

Within half an hour replies 
were received from Malta, 
Paris, Christiania, Posen, 
Prague, Denmark, Budapest, 
Rome and Berlin. 

Mr. Kellaway sald in an ad- 
dress that at the Imperial con- 
ference great. interest was 
taken by Prime Minister Lloyd 
George in the possibilities of 
wireless telephony. If those 
possibilities could be realized 
they might yet have Premier 
Hughes In ‘Melbourne talking to 
"Mr. Lloyd George In Downing 
street. .

The condition is international, Not local to Canada. If Canad. 
ian railway rates were a determining factor in making the sale prices 
of our export goods, in other words, if Canadian prices -wete higher 
in international markets than the oods of our competitors, then rail- 


pressing our sales abroad, lowering the number of our customers and 
the orders coming to our Producers. 


But in the first place the real effect of freight rates on price 
making is a debatable point. This is proved: 


(1)}—By the fact that prices fell last fall after the rates were in- 
creased, instead of raising, as tho retail trades had prophesied. 


(2)—By the fact that a ten per cent. reduction on Western coal 
rates, offered in order to stimulate coal movements in the summer 
months,,was followed by a drop in the coal tonnage offering instead 
of an increase, E ; 


In the second place, assuming for the purpose of argument they 
did have serious effect, Canadian export rates are lower and not high- 
er than the rates in countries with which Canada may be compared. 
Mile for mile, the haul from western Canadian points, ‘he head of 
navigation, is cheaper than in the United States. The export rate 
on grain is lower than it was last August, ) 


In other words, in international competition on her chief item. of 
export, Canada is helped by her railway rates. So far as international 
trade is concerned, they are all evading unemployment rather than 
aggravating it. ‘ 


Inside Canada the same is true, although it is a very difficult 
poiht to prove or disprove. The railways of Canada are sincere in 
claiming that, by and large, goods are carried more. cheaply in Can- 
ada than in the United States.” Canada had ono blanket reduction 
of five per cent, last January, whereas there is Sul No decrease, nor 
immediate prospects of a blanket decrease in the United States. _

In Conclusion

92 ‘per cent. of the union membership lies (and where no general 
fre@ght rate reductions have been ordered) are settled. 


Second—Because the volume of traffic in the immediate future 
is problematical and any serious decline, if coupled with a decrease in 
rates, would have very grave éfiect on even the most favorably situ- 
ated managements.

and the prohibition against involun- 
tary servitude. 

Acting under orders of “attorney- 
Gen.’ Daugherty, approved by Presi- 
dent Harding, Government secret ser. 
vice agencies were delving into every 
crevice of the Klan organization in 
many parts of this country. Daugherty 
declared the Government will not be 
“run or intimidated” by men behind 
masks. Grand jury investigations are 
expected in New York and perhaps 
other cities. 

“The Klu Klux Klan, and American 
institutions established by our fathers 
and guaranteed by our constitution, 
cannot both survive,” Tague said. 

Daugherty today conferred on. the 
Klan inquiry with William J. Burns, 
head of the Bureau of Investigation. 
It became known today that Burns 
for the last two weeks has bad his 
agents busy in all parts of the country 
gathering evidence.
